The Captains of Several Vessels Sell

Tong Haks Attack the

‘LONDON, Sept. 27.—(By Atlantic Cable.) 
A dispatch from Shanghai dated today 
says that the Chinese naval officers now at 
Port Arthur and Tien-Tsin are squabbling 
among themselves as to the responsibility 
ot the terrible Chinese losses in the bat- 
tle ot the Yalu River. A court of inquiry 
is sitting, and already has found Capt. 
Fong of the warship Tsi-Yuen guilty of 
cowardice, in the kace of the enemy. He 
was condemned to be beheaded, and it is 
believed that other ‘officers will lose their 
heads. A telegram from the Kung-Tao- 
Tai at Port Arthur, received by the com- 
mandant at Wei-Hai-Wei, positively ac- 
cuses the commander of the Chen-Yuen 
of taking flight with his vessel before’ the 
battle and at sight of ‘the 
Smoke. 

Admiral 1 who: remains at Port Ar- 
thur, has also telegraphed to Wel- Hai-Wei 
making grave charges against some of his 
officers. The admiral declares that the 
Ping-Yuan and the Kwang-Ting and the 
Chin-Chung together With torpsdo- boa ts, 
were up the Falu River when the battle 
commenced. ‘They. remained there until 
all the fighting was over. They then 
sneaked out and made for Port Arthur. 
Two of these torpedo-boats are said to be 
still missing.

WITH. TONG HAKS. 

YOKOHAMA, Sept. 27. he Tong Haks, 
a powerful religious sect of Korean rebels 
have attacked the Japanese troops at 
Taiku, southern Korea. Reinforcements 
have been sent to ‘the Japanese from 
Seoul. Ths ‘Tong Haks constitute one of 
tlie most powerful revolutionary elements 


ot Korea. They ascribe the precarious 


conditions of Korean. trade and commerce 
to the presence of foreigners. 

The Tong Haks early in the year under- 
took to rid Korea of foreigners, and threat- 
ened the Japanese as well as the people of 
other nations. Last year, incited by the 
Tong Haks, 30,000 Koreans threatened to 
march on the Korean capital and expel 
the , fordigners therefrom. The. movement 
was suppressed, but ‘the feeling which ex- 
isted led to disturtances which eventually. 
brought. about ‘the war betwee China and

Empress of India brings the 
news from Japan: 

An eye-witness ‘of the battles at Saik- 
wan and Asan states that the Chinese are 
not skillful in shooting, their ‘bullets be- 
ing directed not higher than three feet 
from the ground. They used smokeless 
powder, and most of them were armed 
with .seven-shot repeating’ fifles. They 
seemed, however, to be unaccustomed to 
the use of repeating rifies, as when crdered 


‘to fire they discharged all seven shots in 


rapid. successo. During the firing of 
these: volleys, the Japanese officers or- 
dered their men to lay down on the 


enemy in intervals while they were load- 
ing their riftes. These. tactics. were suc- 
cessful. 

Eight Japanese cooks employed on a 
French cruiser, and who landed recently 
at Che-Fod, were instantly seized by Chi- 
nese soldiers and killed. The rumor that 
the Chinese have purchased ‘the Chilean 
navy is again revived in Yokohama. This 
time it ts stated the purchase includes two 
new. cruisers buflt by Armstrong, and that 
they are expected shortly. A native Japa- 
nese paper says that the British govern- 
ment has ordered Admiral Freemantle to 
watch closely the movements of Japanese 
fleets during the war, and that in pursu- 
ance of that instruction some British war- 
ships always follow the Japanese fleet and 
bring tidings to the flagship once or twice 
every day. The Japanese press condemns 
this action, claiming Great. Britain is 
showing partiality. to China. 

A Japanese spy disguised as a Chinaman 
has’ been found in the house of the 
nephew of the viceroy. and commander of 
the arsenal at Port Arthur. The man 
was immediately arrested and is consid- 
ered an impcrtant capture, as the Chinese 
think now that they have found how the 
Japanese possessed such accurate 
knowledge of their plans, armaments, etc. 
Inhuman barbarity marks the course 
of: the Chinese army. The Chinese tao- 
tai of Formosa, who offered a prize for 
Japanese heads, is not a solitary in- 
stance. of savage depravity. Koreans 
have been enlisted and. three Japanese 
heads transfixed on spears are reported 
to grace the walls of :\Pyong-Yang, and the 
hands of Ave of their foes. were nailed to 
gates of Whang-Ju by Chinese. 

The North China Daily News also says 
that Chinese soldiers at several camps 
have been threatening lady missionaries. 
with insult, and trouble may ensue very 
shortly. The imperial generosity of the 
Chinese Emperor was characteristically 
displayed last month when it was deemed 
politic to reward the extraordinary valor 
of Gen. Leh and his army, who, it is 
stated, slew no less than 5000 Japanese 
from July 25 to the end ot August. The 
general received “ accordingly gifts con,

Sev- 
eral of these have had torpedo and gun- 
néry training in the British navy and 
are probably intended for similar work 
in the Chinese fleet. They are promised 
150 taels a month during the war and 
after the war to be reinstated: in the cus- 
toms service, if alive, or, if killed, their 
next of kin will receive three-years’ full 
pay, 5400 taels, as compensation, guaran- 
teed by the inspector-general. This 16 
ridiculously cheap.

A BRITISH OFFICER’S OPINION. 

VANCOUVER (B. C.,) Sept. 27.—Japan- 
ese Consul Shimizu has received a cipher 
message regarding the battle at Yalu con- 
firming previous advices of a Japanese 
victory. 

Capt. Onslow, late commander of the 

flagship of.the British Asiatic squadron, 
Was a passenger by the Impress of India, 
en route home on sick leave. He says 
that although the Japanese have the best 
of the fight so far, he thinks that China 
will ultimately win. Native enthusiasm, 
he says, in Japan is most intense and not 
only are large numbers voluntéering for 
active service, but private subscriptions 
amounting to a large fund have been con- 
tributed by rich and poor alike, the sums 
being contributed even from the ‘“Yoshi- 
Waria, or demi-monde quarters of the 
cities. Capt. Onslow says the Japanese 
army is one of the best disciplined he has 
ever seen and its equipments are first- 
class. 
RUSSIA AND BRITAIN. 
ST. PETERSBURG, Sept. 27.—The Novo 
Vremya declares Russia is entitled to more 
influence than Great Britain in the set- 
tlement of the Korean question, because 
the nature of the position of Korea places 
that country within thé sphere of Russian 
Influence.

Long Years of Seareh are 
Rewarded. 


The ex-Chief of the Weather Bureau 
is Found in New 
York. 


‘Located There as Keeper of a Second- 


hand Book Store—When Con- 
fronted He Admits His 
Identity.

NEW YORK, Sept. 27.—Capt. Henry 
Howgate, formerly chief of the Weather 
Bureau at Washington, was arrested in 
this city today, on charges of forgery and 
embezzlement of $360,000, committed in 
1878 and 1879. This arrest is the result 
of a search, which has occupied the atten- 
tion of the United States Secret Service 
over thirteen years. 

Howgate was arrested in 1880 in Wash- 
ington, but having obtained permission to 
go to his room to dress, he escaped 
through a window, and has since baffled 
all attempts at recapture. With Howgate 
there went a notorious 'woman of Washing- 
ton, for whom, it is alleged, ne robbed 
the government. 

“After having searched nearly the whole 


country for Howgate, ex-Sheriff Drummond 


received information that the fugitive was 
a dealer in books and pamphlets in this 
city. Every book store was visited by de- 
tectives, but without success. Finally an 
officer was detailed to watch the auction 
sales for Howgate. About two weeks ago 


it was suspected that the fugitive was 


keeping an old book store at No. 81 Fourth 
avenue, under the name of Harvey Will- 
iams. Not being sure of the man’s iden- 
tity, the authorities in Washington were 
asked to send a man to the city who was 
acquainted with Howgate. A clerk in n the 
War Department was sent here. He met 


Howgate, but at first was uncertain of his 
identity, as the latter had changed con-

| “What is the policy of the Navy Depart- 


ment in regarding to the sending of naval 
officers on board Chinese and Japanese ves- 
sels to the status of the war and 
make cbservations which would be of bene- 
fit to the department?” 

“There is on board each ship in Asiatic 
waters an officer designated as ‘intelligence 
officer,’ and the admiral commanding the 
fleet was weeks ago and-recently urged to 
be diligent in collecting information that 
would be of use to the department. Admi- 
ral Carpenter was instructed to guard 
American interests and play along the line 
of military operations. He will be in a 
position to observe, and he has been di- 
rected to detail officers, if necessary, -for 
this purpose, and send them on-such mis- 
sions to obtain information and ascertain 
when practicable, the nature and extent 
of injuries received by ships in battle. He 
was not instructed to detail officers to go 
on board Chinese or Japanese ships about 
to go into battle, and it is supposed that if 
an officer should ask his permission to do 
so, he would refuse the request, as Ad- 
miral Brown did when an officer of his 


fleet was refused his permission to go upon 


the vessels of insurgents in Chilean 
waters.“ 
A DRAWN BATTLE. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 27.—An official of 
the Chinese Legation said today that in- 
formation from the Viceroy at Tien-Tsin 
regarding the fight at the mouth of the 
Yalu River was that it was a drawn bat- 


| tle. Regarding the Ping-Yang land fight, 


the Chinese admit defeat, but no details 


have been received. 


No official information has been recelved 
by the Minister of the degradation of Li-

LONDON, Sept. 27.—The dinner given 
by ‘the Chamber of Commerce of London 
to Congressman W. J. Wilson took place 
at the Hotel Metropole this evening. 
About seventy guests were present, in- 
cluding J. Sterling Morton, Secretary of 
Agriculture, and his two sons; Congress- 
man Straus of New York, Sir Courtney B. 
Boyle, permanent secretary of the Board 
of Trade, and a number of leading men in 
trade and commerce; United States Am- 
bassador Bayard and James R. Roosevelt, 
secretary of the United States embassy, 
sent regrets. 

After . acknowledging the honor con- 
ferred upon him, and reciting the events 
of the long struggle to overthrow protec- 
tion, Mr. Wilson said: All the people 
saw that our system was generating a 
band of monopolists so powerful as to 
defy the law, and which used part of the 
wealth they drew from sharing in the 
power of the taxation to increase their 
privileges, debauch elections and corrupt 
legislation. I am quite sure our protec- 
tive policy has already served to pro- 
mote the trade of other nations. If- con- 
tinued, it would still further promote such 
trade, and pré-eminently your own. 

“I stand before you a representative of 
those who are striving for a freer com- 
mercial policy for the United States. I 
fear I cannot ask you to rejoice in its 
adoption, except as you may prefer right 
principles to selfish advantages. Protec- 
tion has seen our voluntary withdrawal 
from the seas and from the natural mar- 
kets. Our protectionists have been build- 
ing defenses to keep you and other na- 
tions from competing in our home mar- 
kets. The tariff-reformers are breaking 
down these defenses. Let us compete in 
all the markets of the world. Not only is 
our production of common and food prod- 
ucts growing more rapidly than our con- 
sumption, but we have today a manufac- 
turing plant which, urged to its full ca- 
pacity, would in six months fully” meet 
our demand for a year. 

“The nations of the world are growing 
more and more and more neighborly, and 
the manufacturing supremacy of the world 
must eventually pass to that nation which, 
having the largest supply, shall apply it 
to the highest intelligence and enterprise. 
We are constantly confirmed in the belief 
that our supply of material is more ex- 
haustless and more cheaply handled than 
that of any other people, and if we con- 
tinue to be underlings it is our own fault.

George H. Sellers of Philadelphia, the 
company’s engineer, and I. V. Anderson, 
Wright’s agent, who is a Northern Pacific 
director. 

It is set forth that the company falsely 
represented that the Thomas and Patter- 
Springs, when extended, would furnish 
the city available and sufficient water sup- 
ply by gravity, to the amount of 10,000,000 
gallons per day; that the springs do not 
furnish more than 2,500,000 gallons per 
day, and are utterly worthless to the city; 
that the plant is not now and was not at 
the time it was sold to the city of greater, 
value than $750,000 and that this was well- 
known to the company and its agents; 
that the city bought the plant fully rely- 
ing upon the representations made by the 
company, and that it was, in effect, swin- 
‘dled out of $1,000,000, in which amount the 
city was damaged and now seeks to re- 
cover. 

The plant was purchase July 1, 1893, 
the city paying for it in bonds. For 
months the City Attorney has been col- 
lecting evidence in the case, and it is 
expected that the hardest legal battle ever 
fought in the State will follow.

ELECTRICITY AND PLEASURE BOATS. 

The inventor of a bicycle boat which 


takes place in 


river Thames, found that his system was 
a little too laborious for the hot weather. 
He preferred, in fact, when going up ‘the 


a pipe. Of course, he turned to electric- 


ing boat with an electric driving gear 
actuating twjn screws. Bach screw shaft 
was supported by a frame made of light 
bicycle tubes. A motor was ‘fixed at one 
end of the frame, and the serew propel- 
ler- at the other. All he had then to do 
was to take his storage batteries on board, 
and ‘he could sit down at his ease and be 
carried in any direction at his own’ sweet 
will. An American inventor, has, however, 
done better than this. He hag invented a 
motor and shaft which can be set on the 
stern post of any boat in exactly the same 
manner as a rudder is hung, and he re- 
moved, at pleasure and applied to any 
other beat witheut alteration, prcvided, of 
course, that the rudder hinges are the 
same distance apart on both. So that the 
simplest rowboat. can instantly be turned 
into what is practically an electric launch. 
The storage batteries weigh twenty-five 
pounds each, and the six cells which.are 
necessary for, say a sixteen-foot boat, will 
weigh, when fitted into boxes which can 
be. stored away in-any convenient place, 
about 175 pounds. The floor space cccuvied 
by these boxes is exactly three square feet. 
By the employment of this devise a speed | 
of eight miles an hour can be attained, 
and ten miles an hour is on record. The 
motor when adjusted for work, is covered 
with a water-tight sheet-iron cap. 

OLD STREET CARS AT A PREMIUM. 

There are few more forlorn objects than 
a worn-out street car. The old car horses 
could always be turned to some humbler 
use, but no one ever seems to have in- 
quired. where the old street ears go to. 
According to a Boston’ paper, people in 
that locality know now, but it took a 
bright man of Cambridge town to tell 
them. While the huge traction corpora- 
tion which has gridironed the city with 
trolley Hines, was wondering if it would 
not be the cheapest. way to take the old 
cars out by the shipload and dump them 
in some place where they would not inter- 
fere with navigation, he stepped in and 
bid for thirty-six of them. His first move 
after getting the cars was to put one in 
the backyard of a friend, and to tell the 
children they might use it for a play- 
house. The children were in ecstasies, 
and sat up nights to use the car. Other 
children came and peered through the 
pickets of the fence, and went home 
and teased for a street car.

One purchaser turned his. new 
acquisition into a henhouse; another, who 
is a contractor, pays his men-every Satur- 
day night from the door of the old. car.

THE SUMMER DIVERSIONS OF AN 
ELECTRICAL AMATEUR. 
Scientific, amateurs, as a rule, are not 
noted for the practical. utilization of their 
ideas, but an instance just recorded shows 
what can be done in enhancing the pleas- 
ure and comfort of life by the turning 
to account of a little electrical knowledge. 
An amateur electrician, whose father’s 
cottage was one of fifteen grouped around 
a hotel and connected by board walks 
aggregating about a mile in length, situ- 


‘ated among the pines on a slight eminence 
Overlooking the beautiful Schroon 


Lake, 
thought he would light the cottage with 
his own plant, and have sufficient current 
over for experimental purposes. The small 
plant was so successful that a larger one 


was soon undertaken, and at present there |. 


are over 130 16-candle-power lights in op- 
eration, lighting the cottage and laboratory, 
the hotel porch and the mile of board 
walk. The farther uses which the elec- 
trician makes of his current are innumer- 
able. Among them are the pumping of 
water, the operation of the machine and 
carpenter’s shops, the electric heating of 
various apartments, and the electrical 
ventilation of the photographic laboratoty 
and darkroom, so that work can be car- 
ried on in it for extended periods without 
discomfort. A part of the current is em- 
ployed in charging the batteries in an 
electric launch that runs on the lake. 
This craft is thirty-six feet long and six- 
foot beam, drawing two feet of water. 
Its equipment of storage cells enables it 
to run eight hours at a normal speed of 
six miles an hour. Formerly a naphtha 
launch was uéed, but the electric launch 
took its place as being easier to control 
and giving less trouble. In a tower 150 
feet above the level of the lake, is placed 
an electric search-light of 2000-candle- 
power, which can be used for signaling 
to a distance at night. The tower is also 
used for weather observations, being pro- 
vided with a signal service weather vane 
and other meteorological apparatus. 
THE TELEPHONE ON RAILROADS. 
The telephone appears likely to super- 
sede the telegraph to a great extent in the 
transaction -of railroad business. In 
France, communication with subscribers 
of city telephone systems is limited, but 
no such restriction is placed on the rail- 
road yards, where the telephone is used 
without stint to connect the superintend- 
ent with the freight offices, switch towers, 
shops, etc. It is stated that in certain 
yards even orders are given through this 
mgdium, important messages being writ- 
down in a special book, and compared 
repeating. Some companies are cred- 


telegraph by the telephone even for the 
transmission of important orders. On the 
railroads with light traffic where the tele- 
phone is already in use, it would be diffi- 
cult to substitute it entirely, as special 
telephone lines would have to be run. At 
one station on the Vincennes Railroad. at 
a signal by telegraph, the telephone wires 
are connected with the telephone instru- 
ments, and talk thus goes on with the 
next station, a mile off. The Northern 
Railroad of France 1s equipping many of 


its stations with. telephones, through which 


assistance can be summoned in case of 
accident. The telephone has also been 
adopted on the Belgian secondary roads 
to the number of 187, on an average of 
twenty-one miles apart. 


garden Culture of Onions. 


Cra W. Adams in Pacific Rural Press:) 
Many of my friends who saw my flour- 


ishing “onion. beds early last fall and win- 
ter, and the beautiful white onions I had. 
very early in the spring for family use, 
as well as to~-sell, and now see that I 


‘have a lot of matured onions for fall and 
winter use, have asked me how I manage 


to grow them with such great success. I 


have always given them, as best I could, 


the information asked for (and a little 
more,) and as I believe that there are 


many others who are readers of the Rural 


who would be interested in the same mat- 
ter, I have concluded to write another ar- 
ticle and describe more fully how I raise 
onions. 

In the Rural of February 1, 1890, in an 
article of mine on growing opions, I said: 

“In the summer of.1888 I raised a fine 
lot of sets from seed sewn very thickly. 
They grew about as large as hazel nuts, 
some very much smaller, and but few 
larger. Last spring I planted them on a 
piece of ground 75x20 feet, where the 
year before I raised over $10 worth of 
young onions. They came up nicely and 
commenced to make a rapid growth, but, 
to my great surprise, nearly, if not every 
one of them ran up a long slender seed 
stalk before they attained any size, and I 
was obliged to pull them and add to my 
‘compost he- p. 

After this unexpected failure with sets 
grown from seeds, I concluded to try an- 
other plan, which I recommended in the 
same article, as follows: 3 

Another way is to sow the seed on a 


raised bed after the first fall rains; when 


the onions get as large as a good-sized pea, 
puil them, cut off two-thirds of the top and 
half of. the fine, hairy roots, and set out 
as described for onion sets.“ 

I did not enter into details as to iust 
how to proceed in the matter, but as I 
have had since then a great deal of ex- 
perience that I think will be valuable to 
any one who wishes to grow early onions 
or other small vegetables successfully, I 
will now give it for their benefit. 

I make my beds four feet wide and any 
length desired. As my land is little on 
the adobe order, I put on three or four 
inches of fine creek sand and a very heavy 
dressing of thoroughly decomposed mixture 
of cow, horse, pig and hen manure, which 
I find is about as good a fertilizer for on- 
ions, or other early vegetables, as any that 
I know of. My beds are twenty feet long 
and I confine the soil in them by placing 
a round spruce pole on each side, said 
pole being about six inches in diameter at 
one end and five at the other, a little 
larger or smaller will answer. By driving 
a small stake at each end of these poles 
and one in the middle, and fastening them 
to the pole by a single nail in each stake, 
a great saving of space is made on the 
edges of the beds, as I find without some 
protection the heavy rains wash the edges 
of the beds very badly and many onions 
are washed out and are lost. : 

TIME OF SOWING THE SEED. | 

A few days befare sowing the seed I 
water the bed thoroughly until the soil is 
thorougaly saturated to the depth of eight 
or ten inches; this, at present, I am 
obliged. to do by hand. I always leave it 
until it is just the right condition to 
work. I then incorporate the sand and 
manure into the bed in the best posstble 
manner by using with a plenty of “elbow 
grease a six-tined hoe ferk with round 
steel teeth about one-fourth of an inch in 
diameter and eight inches long. This 
thorough Work, with the addition of the 


sand and manure, leaves my beds about 


eight inches above the general level cf the 
land, and between each bed I leave a walk 
fourteen inches wide, I sow the see] Sep- 
tember 1, at the rate of one cunc? to 
twenty-five @equare feet (not twenty-five 
fest square.) If scon very much thicker, 
the taps grow ‘tall, weak and spindling. I 
mix the seed with plenty of fine dry 2 
and ames, in order to sow them as uaf- 
formiy as possible. After raking in the 
seed a number of times lengthways and 
crosswise of the bed, I tramp the soil 


quite firmly with the back of a hos, and 


then cover with prune frames or boards 
in order to retain all the molsture po:- 
sible. I examine the bed ater a few days, 
and, if vecessary, sprinkle ‘with water 
made warm by exposure to the sun in 
large barrels. As soun as the young plant; 
begin to make an appearance I take off the 
covering and keep the sail nicely molst- 
ened, never allowing it to become in the

them in the manner stated, as quoted in 
this article from a former article of mine, 
as I have never found a better Way. 

My manner of sebing out the plants is 
entirely original with me, as far as I 
know. I take a common board a foot wide 
and four feet long. At each end I nail on 
a piece of lath flatways across the board, 
and let them project six inches. After 
my first row is planted (which I make per- 


fectly straight.) I put the board across the 
bed with 


the laths underneath, letting the 
ends just touch the row planted. I then 
kneel on the board, and take a dibbler 
eight inches long, made from the end of 
a pretty straight cow’s horn, and make a 
mark against the front side of the board 
and across the bed. This throws the rows 
exactly six inches apart, which is, I 
think, about the right distance, as they 
can be easily worked from each side of 
the bed with a marrow hoe which I make 
from an old one. I then move my board 
back and set out my plants in the marked 
row, ten inches apart, using my dibbler 
for the purpose, amd then préss the soil 
firmly around them. In this manner I 
can set cut 960 plants in a bed 20x4 feet, 
and almost every one will grow. 
times put them one inch apart, and when 
large enucgh to eat pull every other one 
and leave the others to mature. By so 
doing I can raise double the amount as 
Above stated My weight on the board 
while setting out the onions, smodths and 
firm: the sil nicely for the reception of 
the young plants. 
KEEPING THEM. 
I must confess I am not posted as to 


the best method of keeping onions in this 
climate, after they are fully matured, as 


mine were, by the middle of July. I 
shall, however, put most of them in the 
coolest place I can find and leave the rest 
in the ground for a month or two yet, 
although I have no doubt the gophers and 
moles will get outside of some of them, 
as they know what is good. 

Doubtless some of your readers may 
sägt it is a great deal of trouble to pre- 
pare the beds as I have stated. Granted; 
bit to such let me say: Remember when 
the beds are once carefully made they 
are fit for immediate use af all seasons 
of the year, and for many years to come, 
not only for onions, but for early let- 
tuce, radishes, turnips, table beets, dwarf 
peas, etc., that require a light, rich and 
well-drained soil. An application of a 
little liquid hen manure occasionally is 
very beneficial, and is all the fertilizing 
the beds will need for many years. Then 
again, a few beds of the size of mine will 
raise onions enough for a large family 
every year. I have entered into minute 
details on the subject, as I perhaps will 
never write on it again, and therefore I 
wished as best I could to inform the un- 
informed how I proceed in order to raise 
this very valuable vegetable with the 
greatest success on a small scale,

It has been several years sin¢e the 
synod has met in Los Angeles, and its 
intelligent members will be astonished 
at the enormous progress which this 
city has made in every respect since

THAT PUBLIC MARKET. 


A correspondent suggests as a good 
site for the proposed public market 
the northeast corner of Main and 
Eighth streets, a site having three 
open street sides, Main, Eighth and 
Los Angeles. There is already an (x- 
tepsive excavation at that point, which 
could be utilized for a cellar. A large 
roof over this ground, supported by 
the necessary columns or piers, with 
open stalls, would make a convenient, 
capacious and attractive public market 
place. Market places of the familiar 
Eastern sort have for some reason 
never been popular in California, cer- 
tainly not in Los Angeles, notwith- 
standing their unquestionable advan- 
tages, but it may be that the time is 
ripe for a new departure in that re- 
spect. If so, we should like to hear 
frou. citizens on the matter. 

It should be borne in mind that a 
public market, to be such a market in 
fact as well as in name, must have 
ample provision for space where pra- 
ducers thay drive up with their wagons 
and display their wares for sale. Such 
accomodations should be free, or 
nearly, so. A market which consists 
simply of a number of stalls, for 
which a considerable rent is paid, 
would not “fill the bill” at all, nor give 
any relief from the drawbacks of 
which we complain at present. There 
| could be stalls for the sale of all kinds 
of produce, but there must also be 


plenty of room for wagons where 
tha “honest farmer“ may ‘offer his 
fresh fruit and eggs and vegetables 
to the “thrifty housewife.” Then 
some of our female literary clubs may 
perhaps vary the monotony of their 
proceedings by getting up basket par- 
ties to go “n-shopping” in the morning

business and His own was wholly the up- 
lifting of the, world, the seeking and sav- 
ing of the lost, and Christ’s whole effort 
was devoted to these ends. . 

Mr. Coulter's tribute to the usefulness of 
woman in the business world was most 
glowing, and could rightly be regarded 
with great pride by the class to whom it 
was paid. He said: ‘‘They are uncon- 
sciously doing a mighty work in the busi- 
ness world . They are ennobling 
business and elevating it and making the 
walks of business life orderly.

Oliver Wendell Holmes Confesses to 
Signs of Time’s Wear and Tear. 


„The burden of years sits lightly upon 
me as compared with the weight it seems 
many less advanced in age than my- 
self,“ said Oliver Wendell Holmes a few 
days ago. But after three score years 
and twenty, the ‘encroachments of time 
make themselves felt with rapidly in- 
creasing progress. When one can no 
longer recognize the faces he passes in the 
streets, when he has to watch his steps, 
when it becemes more and more difficult 
for him to recall names, he is reminded 
at every movement that he must spare 
himself, or nature will not spare him the 
penalties she exacts for overtaxing his 
declining powers 
“The twelfth septennial period has al- 
ways seemed to me as one of the natural 
boundaries of life. One who has lived 
to complete his eighty-fifth year has had 
his full share even of ah old man’s allow- 
ance. Whatever is granted is a prodigal 
indulgence on the part of nature. 
am often asked whether I am writing 
my autobiography, to which my answer is: 
I am in the habit of dictating many of my 
recollections, some of my thoughts and 
opinions, to my secretary, who has, in 
this way, accumulated a considerable mass 
of notes. Many of these will be interest- 
ing to my family and intimates, some of 
them perhaps to a wider public if I should 
see fit to make use of them or leave them 
to be made use of by others. is the 
one thing a person long past the active 
period. of life can do with ease and pleas- 


ure; and, in the midst of much that might 


as well, perhaps, perish with the writer, 
will, not improbably, be found memoranda 
deserving of permanent record.“

SAN DIEGO, Sept. 27.—(Special.) The 
Cabrijlo celebration opened today under 
favorable auspices. The weather is cool, 
and everybody is happy. Both trains 
from Los Angeles were crowded. The 
whole city is in gala attire, the street 
decorations being unusually elaborate. 

THE MILITARY PARADE. 

Barly in the morning members ot the 
uniformed organizations were out, and 
the crowds were attracted to the Wig- 
Wam. The day's programme was entered 
“upon early, and by 9 o'clock squads of 
militia. were moving, under the commands 
of officers, for the formation of the strictly 

military parade, which organized on D 
street, near the Courthouse. 

Col. BE. B. Spileman, ranking officer in 
‘the absence of Brig.-Gen. Johnson, was in 
command. His appointed staff officers 
were: Maj. George Dannals, Col. A. G. 
Gassen, Maj. Magee and Lieut. C. T. Rice. 
The command was divided into three bat- 
talions, the Ninth Regiment forming two 
and the Seventh one.

, THE BOULEVARD BICYCLE RACE. 
The first annual San Diego boulevard 
race, from the Coronado bath-house on the 
sand spit around the head of the bay to 
this city, was run precisely on schedule 
time this morning. Frank Barbour of this 
city won first place, and Emil Ulbricht 
of Los Angeles took time. Barbour was 
never conceded to be a rider, and has 
rarely been seen on the road. His vie- 
tory was, therefore, a great surprise. Ul- 
a was easily the favorite at the start.

ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 


Military Parade, Boat Races, Band 
Concert and Bicycle Race. 

SAN DIEGO, Sept. 27.—(Special.) While 
today was not the greatest day of the Ca- 
brillo celebration, it was far ahead of any- 
thing yet witnessed in the city, in many 
respects. The decorations of the principal 
streets are things of beauty and expense, 
artistic in design and giving the city an 
appearance of carnival revelry never seen 
to such a degree before. Visitors pouring 
into the city by train, steamer and pri- 
vate conveyance were astounded at the 
complete change from a humdrum business 
city to a place of music, feasting, laughter, 
rejoicing and general release from care. 

The first distinguished party to arrive 
was that of Col. Sunginez, Governor of 
Lower California, staff and party. They 
were met at the Santa Fe wharf on the 
arfival of the steamer Pacheco from En- 
senada, by the City Guard Band, two com- 
panies of militia and the Executive Com- 
mittee of the celebration, and escorted to 
the Horton House, where they are staying 
during the festival. They were delighted 
with the appearance of the city and 
with the royal welcome given to them. 

Other visitors who attracted much atten- 
tion were the Knights of Pythias, uni- 
formed rank, who arrived on the 12:50 
train and made a fine appearance marching 
up D street .

LAIRD, ALIAS JACK., 


A Letter in His Defense—The Man’s 
Criminal Record. 


The Times bas received a letter from a 
friend of A. J. Laird, alias L. A. Jack, the 
absconding postal inspector arrested in 
this city in the office of the New York 
Life Insurance Company, where he was 
employed, defending him. The writer 
does not deny that Laird was short in his 
accounts, or that he was a fugitive from 
justice, but says that he declares that he 
can satisfactorily adjust matters, in fact, 
was in correspondence with that object in 
view when he was captured, and that he 
is of an excellent family, has many 
wealthy and influential friends, and up to 
his fall was considered the personification 
of integrity and honest. worth. Laird, by 
the way, is now on his way .to Georgia in 
the custody of officers, to answer for his 
crimes. 

On the other hand, the postal authori- 
ties say that Laird’s numerous crimes 
were absolutely cold-blooded and without 
a single mitigating circumstance; that he 
deliberately robbed his own daughter, and

up the shortage. In this connection, the 
following special dispatch from Chicago 
to the San Francisco Chronicle is of in- 
terest, giving, as it does, a resume of 
Laird’s criminal record: | 

“‘Laird’s career as a forger began at the 
time when Roy Harris, who was convicted 
in Judge Grosscup’s court of the same 
crime last spring, was a clerk in the New 
York Postoffice. Harris flooded the East 
with forged orders. He was a bold thief, 
and even when he was arrested and hand- 
cuffed, he grabbed a revolver and com- 
pelled the officers to hold up their hands. 
Then he backed out of the room and es- 

ped. He was caught soon afterward and 
brought to Chicago. 

Some of Laird’s forged orders indorsed 
‘identification waived’ passed through Roy 
Harris’s hands, and it is said that it 
was from the former’s clever openations 
that Harris got the idea of forging orders 
in a Similar way. Appointed ce 
inspector under the first administration 
of President Cleveland, Laird was as- 
signed to duty. in Georgia. He was subse- 
quently removed, but shortly after the 
present term of President Cleveland began 
his daughter was appointed postmistress 
at La Grange, Ga.,.and Laird became her 
assistant. 

“About a year ago, there being evidence 
that the La Grange postoffice was not 
properly conducted, Inspector Baird of 
Chattanooga, Tenn., was sent to investi- 
gate. Inspec Laird’s investigation had 
bardly been un, when Laird, the as- 
sistant, left La Grange suddenly, taking 
with bim all the blank money orders and 
advices which were in the office. 

“The ex-inspector was not seen again 
for several months, but he was heard 


Within a few weeks 
after his departure from La Grange, forged 
money orders turned up at different places 
in the South, and from the description 


believed to be Laird. 

‘Four of these orders for $100 each 
were cashed at the Chicago postoffice, and 
others were prevented and cashed at a 
score of offices between Georgia: and Min- 
nesota.

At the meeting of the Park Commission 
yesterday, which meeting was fully at- 
tended, Mr. Newell, of the firm of Newell

indiscretions alleged to occasionally occur 
‘at Westlake Park. Mr. Newell said there 
is no trouble of this kind on the side of 
the lake where the boathouse is but on the 
other side of the lake there should be 
some electric lights. One or two lights, he 
said, would prove more effective than a 
dozen policemen. 
The committee appointed to investigate 
as to the best methods of maintaining 
- morality in the various parks was not 
ready to report, and so action on the mat- 
‘ter was deferred. 
A complaint from the Health Officer in 
to the reservoir at Sixth and Pearl 
‘streets, stating the water from it leaks in 
such a way as to become a nuisance, was 
referred to the secretary for investigation. 
In the matter of the proposed .erection 
of a waterfall at Westlake Park, Commis- 
sioners Hubbell and Pinney and Superin- 
tendent Legrand were a com- 
mittee with power to act.

Protection Against Fires. 
REGULATING ELECTRIC WIRES. AND 
STORING OTLS. 

The ordinance governing the location of 
électric wires which a committee is now 
‘engaged in drafting, is considered an im- 
“portant matter, and jt is believed if it is 
“adopted it will result in material benefit 


to the city. 

As will be remembered, at the last meet- 
Ing of the Fire Commission a committee 
consisting of two of the commissioners, 
_ the Chief and the City Electrician, was 
‘Appointed for-this purpose. It is expected 
en two general provisions of the ordinance 
‘will be, first, to govern the placing of 
‘electric wires which are liable to become 
-erossed with those which are charged 
with electricity, and, second, to require 
‘that wires shall not be so placed without a 
‘permit from some proper officer. 

This will place the matter on somewhat 
zine: game basis as the erection of bukdings 
—.— construction of plumbing, 
former being required to be only on permit 
— the Building Superintendent and the 
tter only on permit from the Plumbing 

Inspector. 

A ne fire was started only a 
‘dow weeks ago as a result of bad manage- 
ment in the matter of wiring, or at least 
“it is believed the fire would have been pre- 
‘vented had there then been in effect such 
an ordinance as is now proposed. 

The ordinance, it is expected, will have 
‘ithe effect of in many instances lowering 
‘surance rates. If such an ordinance is 

mot passed, and the proper requirements 
>. not lived up to in this respect, it will 
undoubtedly mean the cancellation of the 
Insurance policies on some buildings. 

AS TO STORING OILS.

VERDICT IN THE DAMAGE SUIT—GRAND 
JURORS PROTEST. 

In the United States Circuit Court yes- 
terday the trial of the case of James A. 
Carter vs. the Wells-Fargo Express Com- 
pany, an action for damages for permanent 
injuries attributed to negligence on the 
part of defendant’s employees, was con- 
cluded, the jury, after a lengthy delibera- 
tion, returnig a sealed verdict. 

WANT BETTER ‘QUARTERS. 

The Federal grand jury having intimated 
that they had a report to make, Judge Ross 
convened the United States District Court 
at 2 o’clock yestedray afternoon for the 
purpose of receiving it. Contrary to ex- 
pectation, however, when. called upon for 
their report the grand jury presented no in- 
dictments, but in lieu thereof handed up 
a document which read as follows: 

„To the Hon. Erskine M. Ross: We, the 
grand jury in session, would beg leave to 
call your attention to the room which has 
been assigned us for our deliberations, the 
same being, in our opinion, totally unfit 
for such purposes, it being an attic room, 
without proper means of either ventilation 
or light, the only provision for either being 
one small skylight or attic window far 
above the heads of the occupants of the 
room. This window would be considered 
insufficient for the proper ventilation of an 
ordinary-sized room, but under the present 
circumstances we consider that it is, from 
a sanitary standpoint, of no value what- 
ever, and, taking into consideration’ the 
fact that the grand jury, numbering 
twenty-one members, together with wit- 
nesses, is compelled to remain in such an 
apartment, we consider that it is both in- 
jurious to our health and an injustice that 
we should be required to submit to the dis- 
comforts and inconvenience incident there- 
to. In consequence of this condition of af- 
fairs, many complaints of sickness and 
headache, etc., have been made by mem- 
bers of the grand jury. 

“In view of these facts we would most 
respectfully request that Your Honor give 
the matter your immediate attention and 
provide some place better adapted to the 
requirements of this grand jury. We cer- 
tainly feel that in the proper performance 
of ‘our duties as a grand jury we should not 
be compelled to occupy ‘a room that would 
in any manner jeopardize our health.

The Sharper Finds Himself in an
